Boekbespreking: “Cel” door Charles den Tex. 


i Wat gebeurt er als iemand je identiteit steelt? Als er iemand 4 

+ rondloopt met jouw paspoort, een auto op jouw naam heeft - 
geregistreerd, heb je zonder dat je het weet een probleem. Maar als die onverlaat dan ook nog eens een 
dodelijk verkeersongeluk veroorzaakt, dan komt de politie langs en dan weet je dat je echt een probleem 
hebt. Charles den Tex heeft over het stelen van persoonlijke identiteiten en de manier waarop criminelen en 
terroristen van die gestolen papieren gebruik maken, een heel erg goede thriller geschreven. 


In *Cel” wordt de identiteit van Michael Bellicher gestolen. Hij komt er achter dat er iets 
grondig mis is, als hij verdacht wordt van een dodelijk ongeluk. Hij wordt verhoord en 
vervolgens aangehouden door de politie. Het blijkt dat hij in Monster, een dorp in het 
Westland, is doorgereden na een aanrijding, waarbij een fietser om het leven is gekomen. 
Maar daar was hij helemaal niet, weet Bellicher. Maar geen agent gelooft hem. Bellicher 
moet tegenover politie en justitie bewijzen dat iemand zijn identiteit heeft gestolen. Op die 
speurtocht komt hij er achter dat het geen alledaagse criminelen zijn die zich hiermee 
bezighouden. Zijn naam is zelfs doorverkocht aan een schimmige instelling die banden lijkt 
te hebben met internationale terroristen. 


Bellicher was ook de hoofdpersoon in het vorige boek van Charles den Tex, “De macht van meneer Miller”, 
waarvoor de schrijver voor de tweede keer de gouden strop won. Met deze hoofdpersoon lijkt Den Tex het 
helemaal te hebben gevonden. De snelle taal die Den Tex gebruikt, past precies bij zijn hoofdpersoon, een 
Amsterdamse bedrijfsadviseur. Verder is het niet alleen de spanning die door de auteur prachtig wordt 
opgebouwd. Het zijn ook de bijtende humor en de vreemde vogels in het boek die boeien. De 
beschrijvingen van de glazen stad liegen er verder niet om. De deprimerende kerktorens die boven de 
kassen uitsteken, worden al net zo goed beschreven als de dwaalweggetjes die overal en nergens door het 
Westland lopen. 

“Cel” laat de lezer achter met een gevoel van onbehagen, want er zal maar iemand rondlopen die er met 
jouw leven vandoor gaat. Maar tegelijk is het boek een echte actiethriller met achtervolgingen, knokpartijen 
en militaire ondervragingen, die de lezer van spanning op het puntje van zijn stoel houdt. Een perfect boek 
is misschien wel te veel gezegd, maar Charles den Tex komt er met zijn nieuwste boek in ieder geval wel 
dichtbij.

When she arrived, she joined the Dutch Language class and spoke with the 
students. Once she was out of the classroom, she mingled with members, sat 
down at various tables talking with them. This was very much enjoyed and 
appreciated by all who were privileged to meet her. 


Of course, she and her entourage of Embassy Staff members, 
enjoyed the Dutch treats of Kroketten, Bitterballen, or 
Frikandellen, with chips or in a bun. This was washed down with a welcome

Then, the Ambassador was welcomed by the President, John

The Spanish garrison, which was usually stationed there had moved to quell an 
uprising in Utrecht and only a small number of Spanish soldiers remained behind. 
When the fleet approached, a ferryman, Jan Koppelstok, rowed towards the fleet. 
When he was asked if there were many Spanish soldiers in the city, he answered that 
they could easily overpower them. 

The Geuzen decided to attack the city on the 1° of April and reclaim the city in the 
name of William of Orange, who had been the ruler of Holland, U & a

until 1567. Because the Geuzen had a reputation for plundering and other misdeeds, 
the Mayor and Councillors of the city refused at first. 

However, the Geuzen stormed up against the Noordpoort, broke it open, dealt with 
the remaining Spanish soldiers, and reclaimed Den Briel as the first city to be freed 
from Spanish occupation during the 80 year”s war. 

Alva heard about the loss of Den Briel but thought it not to be noteworthy. He would 
rue this decision later as other cities were subseguently liberated by the Watergeuzen. 
The story went around that “Op 1 April, Alva verloor zijn bril.” That means, on the 
1% of April, Alva lost his glasses. Bril = Glasses and Bril Bs with Den Briel. 
Brielle still has a traditional meal that stems 
from this period. It is known as the 

Captain's Dinner or Raasdonder. This feast 
is based on big Dutch peas known as 
kapucijners which are cooked and then 
served with slices of bacon, smoked 

sausage, boiled potatoes, apple puree, 
silverskin onions and piccalilli. Raasdonders 
of course are known by this name because of 
the after effects once consumed.

The medieval Ramparts in Woudrichem are well maintained and in good condition. 


Triangle: 

The preservation of the city’s history is best appreciated when visiting its ramparts. They 
were designed to protect Woudrichem in time of armed conflicts, which in medieval times 
could involve local warlords (Arkel who fought with local countess Jacoba van Beieren) 
and regional counts (Gelre). The fortress sits at the confluence of the famous Dutch rivers 
the Maas and the Waal and also forms a so-called fortified triangle with the town of 
Gorinchem (Gorcum) and Loevestein Castle, together controlling access to inland 
waterways. This triangle was one of the Netherlands" most impressive defensive strongholds 
of that era. 


Cultural and historic scenery: 

Those visitors that want to enjoy the cultural and historic scenery of the immediate 
surroundings on foot or bicycle will not be disappointed. 

The principal town of the region, it has been part of the Province of North Brabant since 
1815, when a border realignment took it out of Holland which itself then was divided into 
North Holland and South Holland. In and around the region, there are other historic cities 
such as Heusden and Geertruidenberg and, within the Woudrichem borough, eight villages 
that have been well-preserved as well. Visitors easily can imagine themselves back into the 
19th century. 


Fishing trade: 
In recent years, Woudrichem’s historic harbour was given back its original 1650s look, 
through a very unique restoration project. It has been designated a National Monument, and 
only is intended for historic ships like Clipper barges, Dutch Stijlstevens and Frisian 
Maatkasten. In addition to the river Merwede harbour, Woudrichem has two picturesque, 
yet comfortable marinas at the Maas.
